Washington, Sept 2 — (/P) — Dur- 
ing the war tne government put on 
the seven migntiest sales cam- 
paigns in history. 


The idea was to sell 
savings 
bonds to • the people. And plenty 
Were sold, 


Y.OU don't hear much about bond 
sales these days. 
But some interesting things have 
happened in the two years since 
the war 
nded: 


1. The government continued to 
sell. Today the public owns nearly 
five .billion dollars more in savings 
bonds than it did when Japan sur- 
rendered. 
2. Most of this net gain has been 


in --scries F and G bonds, which 
are usually bought by well-to-do 
people, partnerships and corpora- 
tions. 
• 3. Many people 
have cashed 
bonds, especially people of low and 
middle incomes whOr arc pinched 
by rising prices. 


4. Most of this cashing has been 
in -series E bonds—the Kind most 
people buy. But E bond sales have 
been so suprisingly large that they 
have practically offset the cashing. 


When the war ended, the public 


owned roughlly $30,000,000,000 worlh 
of E bonds. 


In the'two years since then •— 
according to Treasury department 
figures,-- people have bought $10,- 
UOJ.OUU.OOO worth of now k bonds. 


Jn the same period, people have 


cashed$iU,UU5,uyo,UuO wortn bonds. 


So the two figures almost can- 
cel each-other out. 


The current value of E bonds in 
hands ol the people actually has 
risen nearly a billion dollars dur- 
ing the last two years, because 
of inlercsl piling up. The lolal now 
is nearing $30,WOO,UOO,000.' 


Why continue 
to sell 
savings 
bonds, anyhow? 
Doesn't that increase our 260-bil- 
lion-dollar national debt?

money received for savings bonds 
is'used lo redeem other securities, 
some of .which arc held, by banks. 


A great deal of the national debt 
is owed to banks. 


In 
wartime, 
the 
government 
didn't need to go to the trouble of 
huge : bond drives to pay for the 
.war. It could have borrowed all 
the monev it needed from' banks 
and corporations. " ' •

selves ; agreed, It was sounder to 
get the last rising national debt in 
the hands of as many people as 
possible, not just banks and cor- 
porations. 
Besides, it was desirable lo hold

Tokyo, Sept. 2—(£»)—General Mac 
Arthur, observing the second an- 
niversary of Japan's formal sur- 
render, said toaay his occupation 
policyof "right, rather than might" 
nad resulted in "a minium ol icar, 
of confusion, of unrest" in Japan, 
despite a critically short economy. 


He urged that a peace treaty for 


ihe Japanese be drawn 
"in 
the 
same tolerant and Just atmosphere.' 


The supreme commander, in a 
public V-J Day statement, said 
Japan should not become a burden 
upon the economy of any other na- 
tion after a peace treaty IB reach- 
ed. He added: 
"This defeated country has the 
opportunity to become 
self-sus- 


taining, rather than reduced to a 
condilion of mendicancy, x x x x 
A people given a fair chance will 
reach the niche in human society 
to which their own industry, their 
own skill and their own persever- 
ance entitle them, without largess 
from others.

Operation of 
All M&N Line 
Is Likely 


Helena, Sept, 2 — (ff>) — 'J. B. 
Lambert, one of the receivers for 
the closed Missouri and Arkansas 
railway, declared today it is the 
intention of the receivers to place 
the entire line in operation at the 
earliest possible moment. 


Asserting he felt undue emphasis 
had been placed on the receivers' 
proposal lo first operate only the 
line from Scligman, Mo., to Har- 
rison, Ark., Lambert saidV "there 
never has been any idea lo operate 
that railroad only .from Seligman 
to Harrison." 
• The report of Ihe receivers who 
also include C. C. Alexander and 
W. S. Walker, Harrison, has been 
filed with Federal Judge .John'E. 
Miller and the hearing is schedul- 
ed at Fort Smith on Sept: 10. 


Lambert pointed out thai the re- 
ceivers had obtained Iwo separate 
surveys on operating possibilities, 
the first of which estimated a prob- 
able deficit for complete operation 
of the line of $478,000 lor two years 
while the second placed Ihe pos- 
sible lolal operation loss for two 
years at $1,500,000. The railroad 
officials making 'the 
latter 
esti- 
mate, he said, recommended lhat 
those responsible for the operation 
should "fortify. themselves with a 
tund of at least $4,000,000 to cover 
the first four year period expect- 
ed losses, and to provide for a 
track Determent- program." 
Lambert pointed out that the re- 
ceivers report was quoting a sur- 
vey and not expressing an opinion 
of the receivers. 
The report went on to say "Ihe 
receivers, being unable to recon- 
cile the initial estimate and sub- 
sequent report, concluded that a 
complete rehabilitation and financ- 
ing as an initial operation could 
not be undertaken by a. receiver- 
ship. 


"That conclusion is not in any 
wise to suggesl lhat it is the opin- 
ion of the receiver "that willing 
and. sufficient capital could: not re- 
organize, rehabilitate and operate 
the* property 
successfully.".

Claim Much 
U.S. Land

Washington, Sept. 3 —(UP)—One 


fourth ot the nation's entire crop 
land is threatened with irreparable 
damage by lUljO ii the present rate 
of erosion continues, soil conser- 
vation officials said today. 


Another 25 per cenl of Ihe land 
faces permanenl injury 
belwcen 


1960 
and 1975. 


Officials said failure to act will 
cost the nation $20,000,000,000 in the 
next 20 years— in actual cash and 
without rcga'rd lo Ihe irrcpiacablc 
loss of a vital natural resource. 


Conservation officials said that 
continued 
retirement 
of 
broad 
areas of land from cultivation each 
year well may force a reduction of 
the American diet. 


Pointing up this possibility, they 
said census experts eslirnate thai 
by 1970 Ihe Uniled States will have 
a population of 170,000,000 compar- 
ed with the present 140,000,UOu. 
They said so great a population 


will require more—not less—land 
than is producing crops today. The 
officials stressed that "no one will 
starve.". Instead, the national diel 
would decline in nutritional quality. 
There would 
be a shifting to a 
heavier cereal diet. 


According to SCS, erosion now 
is making its most vicious attack 
upon the rich middle belt ot Ihe 
country. 


The midwest long has been con- 
sidered 
a 
"purmaiKimy" ntvi 
break basket. But intensive cultiv- 
ation of war-important crops-in ths 
last lew years nas exposed millions 
of acres of precious top soil to 
wind and rain, 'officials said.

Y.OU don't hear much about bond 
sales these days. 
But some interesting things have 
happened in the two years since 
the war 
nded: 


1. The government continued to 
sell. Today the public owns nearly 
five .billion dollars more in savings 
bonds than it did when Japan sur- 
rendered. 
2. Most of this net gain has been 


in --scries F and G bonds, which 
are usually bought by well-to-do 
people, partnerships and corpora- 
tions. 
• 3. Many people 
have cashed 
bonds, especially people of low and 
middle incomes whOr arc pinched 
by rising prices. 


4. Most of this cashing has been 
in -series E bonds—the Kind most 
people buy. But E bond sales have 
been so suprisingly large that they 
have practically offset the cashing. 


When the war ended, the public 


owned roughlly $30,000,000,000 worlh 
of E bonds. 


In the'two years since then •— 
according to Treasury department 
figures,-- people have bought $10,-

1960 
and 1975. 


Officials said failure to act will 
cost the nation $20,000,000,000 in the 
next 20 years— in actual cash and 
without rcga'rd lo Ihe irrcpiacablc 
loss of a vital natural resource. 


Conservation officials said that 
continued 
retirement 
of 
broad 
areas of land from cultivation each 
year well may force a reduction of 
the American diet. 


Pointing up this possibility, they 
said census experts eslirnate thai 
by 1970 Ihe Uniled States will have 
a population of 170,000,000 compar- 
ed with the present 140,000,UOu. 
They said so great a population 


will require more—not less—land 
than is producing crops today. The 
officials stressed that "no one will 
starve.". Instead, the national diel 
would decline in nutritional quality. 
There would 
be a shifting to a 
heavier cereal diet. 


According to SCS, erosion now 
is making its most vicious attack 
upon the rich middle belt ot Ihe 
country.

1. The government continued to 
sell. Today the public owns nearly 
five .billion dollars more in savings 
bonds than it did when Japan sur- 
rendered. 
2. Most of this net gain has been 


in --scries F and G bonds, which 
are usually bought by well-to-do 
people, partnerships and corpora- 
tions. 
• 3. Many people 
have cashed 
bonds, especially people of low and 
middle incomes whOr arc pinched 
by rising prices. 


4. Most of this cashing has been 
in -series E bonds—the Kind most 
people buy. But E bond sales have 
been so suprisingly large that they 
have practically offset the cashing. 


When the war ended, the public 


owned roughlly $30,000,000,000 worlh 
of E bonds. 


In the'two years since then •— 
according to Treasury department 
figures,-- people have bought $10,- 
UOJ.OUU.OOO worth of now k bonds.

and 1975. 


Officials said failure to act will 
cost the nation $20,000,000,000 in the 
next 20 years— in actual cash and 
without rcga'rd lo Ihe irrcpiacablc 
loss of a vital natural resource. 


Conservation officials said that 
continued 
retirement 
of 
broad 
areas of land from cultivation each 
year well may force a reduction of 
the American diet. 


Pointing up this possibility, they 
said census experts eslirnate thai 
by 1970 Ihe Uniled States will have 
a population of 170,000,000 compar- 
ed with the present 140,000,UOu. 
They said so great a population 


will require more—not less—land 
than is producing crops today. The 
officials stressed that "no one will 
starve.". Instead, the national diel 
would decline in nutritional quality. 
There would 
be a shifting to a 
heavier cereal diet. 


According to SCS, erosion now 
is making its most vicious attack 
upon the rich middle belt ot Ihe 
country. 


The midwest long has been con-

The idea was to sell 
savings 
bonds to • the people. And plenty 
Were sold, 


Y.OU don't hear much about bond 
sales these days. 
But some interesting things have 
happened in the two years since 
the war 
nded: 


1. The government continued to 
sell. Today the public owns nearly 
five .billion dollars more in savings 
bonds than it did when Japan sur- 
rendered. 
2. Most of this net gain has been 


in --scries F and G bonds, which 
are usually bought by well-to-do 
people, partnerships and corpora- 
tions. 
• 3. Many people 
have cashed 
bonds, especially people of low and 
middle incomes whOr arc pinched 
by rising prices. 


4. Most of this cashing has been 
in -series E bonds—the Kind most 
people buy. But E bond sales have 
been so suprisingly large that they 
have practically offset the cashing. 


When the war ended, the public 


owned roughlly $30,000,000,000 worlh 
of E bonds. 


In the'two years since then •— 
according to Treasury department 
figures,-- people have bought $10,- 
UOJ.OUU.OOO worth of now k bonds. 


Jn the same period, people have 


cashed$iU,UU5,uyo,UuO wortn bonds. 


So the two figures almost can- 
cel each-other out. 


The current value of E bonds in 
hands ol the people actually has 
risen nearly a billion dollars dur- 
ing the last two years, because 
of inlercsl piling up.

and 1975. 


Officials said failure to act will 
cost the nation $20,000,000,000 in the 
next 20 years— in actual cash and 
without rcga'rd lo Ihe irrcpiacablc 
loss of a vital natural resource. 


Conservation officials said that 
continued 
retirement 
of 
broad 
areas of land from cultivation each 
year well may force a reduction of 
the American diet. 


Pointing up this possibility, they 
said census experts eslirnate thai 
by 1970 Ihe Uniled States will have 
a population of 170,000,000 compar- 
ed with the present 140,000,UOu. 
They said so great a population 


will require more—not less—land 
than is producing crops today. The 
officials stressed that "no one will 
starve.". Instead, the national diel 
would decline in nutritional quality. 
There would 
be a shifting to a 
heavier cereal diet. 


According to SCS, erosion now 
is making its most vicious attack 
upon the rich middle belt ot Ihe 
country.

Washington, Sept 2 — (/P) — Dur- 
ing the war tne government put on 
the seven migntiest sales cam- 
paigns in history. 


The idea was to sell 
savings 
bonds to • the people. And plenty 
Were sold, 


Y.OU don't hear much about bond 
sales these days. 
But some interesting things have 
happened in the two years since 
the war 
nded: 


1. The government continued to 
sell. Today the public owns nearly 
five .billion dollars more in savings 
bonds than it did when Japan sur- 
rendered. 
2. Most of this net gain has been 


in --scries F and G bonds, which 
are usually bought by well-to-do 
people, partnerships and corpora- 
tions. 
• 3. Many people 
have cashed 
bonds, especially people of low and 
middle incomes whOr arc pinched 
by rising prices. 


4. Most of this cashing has been 
in -series E bonds—the Kind most 
people buy. But E bond sales have 
been so suprisingly large that they 
have practically offset the cashing. 


When the war ended, the public 


owned roughlly $30,000,000,000 worlh 
of E bonds. 


In the'two years since then •— 
according to Treasury department 
figures,-- people have bought $10,- 
UOJ.OUU.OOO worth of now k bonds. 


Jn the same period, people have

The current value of E bonds in 
hands ol the people actually has 
risen nearly a billion dollars dur- 
ing the last two years, because 
of inlercsl piling up.

Helena, Sept, 2 — (ff>) — 'J. B. 
Lambert, one of the receivers for 
the closed Missouri and Arkansas 
railway, declared today it is the 
intention of the receivers to place 
the entire line in operation at the 
earliest possible moment. 


Asserting he felt undue emphasis 
had been placed on the receivers' 
proposal lo first operate only the 
line from Scligman, Mo., to Har- 
rison, Ark., Lambert saidV "there 
never has been any idea lo operate 
that railroad only .from Seligman 
to Harrison."

Lambert pointed out thai the re- 
ceivers had obtained Iwo separate 
surveys on operating possibilities, 
the first of which estimated a prob- 
able deficit for complete operation 
of the line of $478,000 lor two years 
while the second placed Ihe pos- 
sible lolal operation loss for two 
years at $1,500,000. The railroad 
officials making 'the 
latter 
esti- 
mate, he said, recommended lhat 
those responsible for the operation 
should "fortify. themselves with a 
tund of at least $4,000,000 to cover 
the first four year period expect- 
ed losses, and to provide for a 
track Determent- program." 
Lambert pointed out that the re- 
ceivers report was quoting a sur- 
vey and not expressing an opinion 
of the receivers. 
The report went on to say "Ihe 
receivers, being unable to recon- 
cile the initial estimate and sub- 
sequent report, concluded that a 
complete rehabilitation and financ- 
ing as an initial operation could 
not be undertaken by a. receiver- 
ship.

Officials said failure to act will 
cost the nation $20,000,000,000 in the 
next 20 years— in actual cash and 
without rcga'rd lo Ihe irrcpiacablc 
loss of a vital natural resource. 


Conservation officials said that

retirement 
of 
broad 
areas of land from cultivation each 
year well may force a reduction of 
the American diet. 


Pointing up this possibility, they 
said census experts eslirnate thai 
by 1970 Ihe Uniled States will have 
a population of 170,000,000 compar- 
ed with the present 140,000,UOu. 
They said so great a population 


will require more—not less—land 
than is producing crops today. The 
officials stressed that "no one will 
starve.". Instead, the national diel 
would decline in nutritional quality. 
There would 
be a shifting to a 
heavier cereal diet. 


According to SCS, erosion now 
is making its most vicious attack 
upon the rich middle belt ot Ihe 
country.

Says Truman 
Using Crisis 
for'Politics7 


Washington, Sept. 4—(fP)— 
Rep. 


Bender (ROhio) contended today 
that President Truman is creating 
"synthetic" 
international crises 
for political purposes. 


A consistent 
critic 
of admini- 


stration foreign policy, Bender said 
in a. statement the president "is try- 
ing to create t situation in which 
his cohorts will argue 
that 
we 


,should not .change the Democratic 
mule in midstream." 


"I can see only one purpose- to 


Mr. Truman's present course in fo- 
reign affairs," Bender said. "That 
is the political purpose of moving 
from one international crisis to an- 
other in order to establish himself 
as a leader who should ba not be 
abandoned in the midst of a virtual 
state of war." 


The Ohio lawmaker added that 
he has asked Chairman Taber (R 
NY) of the House appropritaions 
committee to undertake a through 
investigation of what d he 
called 
"the Truman doctrine" and "the 
T'"'man-Marshall 
doctrine." 
There was no immediate admin- 


istration rebuttal to Bender. 


Several

Says Truman 
Using Crisis 
for'Politics7 


Washington, Sept. 4—(fP)— 
Rep. 


Bender (ROhio) contended today 
that President Truman is creating 
"synthetic" 
international crises 
for political purposes. 


A consistent 
critic 
of admini- 


stration foreign policy, Bender said 
in a. statement the president "is try- 
ing to create t situation in which 
his cohorts will argue 
that 
we 


,should not .change the Democratic 
mule in midstream." 


"I can see only one purpose- to 


Mr. Truman's present course in fo- 
reign affairs," Bender said. "That 
is the political purpose of moving 
from one international crisis to an- 
other in order to establish himself 
as a leader who should ba not be 
abandoned in the midst of a virtual 
state of war." 


The Ohio lawmaker added that 
he has asked Chairman Taber (R 
NY) of the House appropritaions 
committee to undertake a through 
investigation of what d he 
called 
"the Truman doctrine" and "the 
T'"'man-Marshall 
doctrine." 
There was no immediate admin- 


istration rebuttal to Bender. 


Several 
congressional commit- 
tees, including a special 
group 


composed of members of the 
ap- 


propriations and armed 
services 
Committees, already have begun 
investigations abroad into both the 
Marshall plan for European recov- 
ery and the Greek-Turkish pro- 
gram designed to block communist 
exnansion in those countries. 
Bender made public his letter 


to Taber in which he wrote: 
"It is my belief that in the inter- 


ests of peace and economial gov- 
ernment, the congress at -softie 
point in the near future will be 
obliged to curb the Truman admin- 
istration's reckless policy of foreign 
| expenditures." 


It also wilt be necessary, he added 


to "repudiate Mr. Truman's gen- 
eral policy of militarism and wasty 
military expenditures and limit in- 
ternational economic commitments 
to genuine commercial credits for 
American goods." 


This repudiation, Bender 
wrote 


Taber; could be accomplished by 
rejecting 
the president's budget 
requests to finance the internation- 
al program. 
. 


Bender contended that 
United 
States action in Greece "demon- 
strates the stubborness with which 
the president and his action admini- 
stration are pursuing their present 
course, to the 
detriment 
of our 
prestige as a nation and the cause 
of international peace x x x. 
"In the past few days the Tru- 
man administration has paraded 
before the whole world its inter- 
ference in the internal affairs 
of 
Gneece by openly intervening ;n 
the. selection of the prime minister 
and the cabinet." 


Bender said European nations 


have not been allowed -to proceed 
independently in drawing up their 
plans for economic rehabilitation 
and added that 'the administration 
proposes to write proposals "in its 
own terms lor subsequent presen- 
tation to us in congress."

Says Truman 
Using Crisis 
for'Politics7 


Washington, Sept. 4—(fP)— 
Rep. 


Bender (ROhio) contended today 
that President Truman is creating 
"synthetic" 
international crises 
for political purposes. 


A consistent 
critic 
of admini- 


stration foreign policy, Bender said 
in a. statement the president "is try- 
ing to create t situation in which 
his cohorts will argue 
that 
we 


,should not .change the Democratic 
mule in midstream." 


"I can see only one purpose- to 


Mr. Truman's present course in fo- 
reign affairs," Bender said. "That 
is the political purpose of moving 
from one international crisis to an- 
other in order to establish himself 
as a leader who should ba not be 
abandoned in the midst of a virtual 
state of war." 


The Ohio lawmaker added that 
he has asked Chairman Taber (R 
NY) of the House appropritaions 
committee to undertake a through 
investigation of what d he 
called 
"the Truman doctrine" and "the 
T'"'man-Marshall 
doctrine." 
There was no immediate admin- 


istration rebuttal to Bender. 


Several 
congressional commit- 
tees, including a special 
group 


composed of members of the 
ap- 


propriations and armed 
services 
Committees, already have begun 
investigations abroad into both the 
Marshall plan for European recov- 
ery and the Greek-Turkish pro- 
gram designed to block communist 
exnansion in those countries. 
Bender made public his letter 


to Taber in which he wrote: 
"It is my belief that in the inter- 


ests of peace and economial gov- 
ernment, the congress at -softie 
point in the near future will be 
obliged to curb the Truman admin- 
istration's reckless policy of foreign 
| expenditures." 


It also wilt be necessary, he added 


to "repudiate Mr. Truman's gen- 
eral policy of militarism and wasty 
military expenditures and limit in- 
ternational economic commitments 
to genuine commercial credits for 
American goods." 


This repudiation, Bender 
wrote 


Taber; could be accomplished by 
rejecting 
the president's budget 
requests to finance the internation- 
al program. 
. 


Bender contended that 
United 
States action in Greece "demon- 
strates the stubborness with which 
the president and his action admini- 
stration are pursuing their present 
course, to the 
detriment 
of our 
prestige as a nation and the cause 
of international peace x x x. 
"In the past few days the Tru- 
man administration has paraded 
before the whole world its inter- 
ference in the internal affairs 
of 
Gneece by openly intervening ;n 
the. selection of the prime minister 
and the cabinet." 


Bender said European nations 


have not been allowed -to proceed 
independently in drawing up their 
plans for economic rehabilitation 
and added that 'the administration 
proposes to write proposals "in its 
own terms lor subsequent presen- 
tation to us in congress."

Says Truman 
Using Crisis 
for'Politics7 


Washington, Sept. 4—(fP)— 
Rep. 


Bender (ROhio) contended today 
that President Truman is creating 
"synthetic" 
international crises 
for political purposes. 


A consistent 
critic 
of admini- 


stration foreign policy, Bender said 
in a. statement the president "is try- 
ing to create t situation in which 
his cohorts will argue 
that 
we 


,should not .change the Democratic 
mule in midstream." 


"I can see only one purpose- to 


Mr. Truman's present course in fo- 
reign affairs," Bender said. "That 
is the political purpose of moving 
from one international crisis to an- 
other in order to establish himself 
as a leader who should ba not be 
abandoned in the midst of a virtual 
state of war." 


The Ohio lawmaker added that 
he has asked Chairman Taber (R 
NY) of the House appropritaions 
committee to undertake a through 
investigation of what d he 
called 
"the Truman doctrine" and "the 
T'"'man-Marshall 
doctrine." 
There was no immediate admin- 


istration rebuttal to Bender. 


Several 
congressional commit- 
tees, including a special 
group 


composed of members of the 
ap- 


propriations and armed 
services 
Committees, already have begun 
investigations abroad into both the 
Marshall plan for European recov- 
ery and the Greek-Turkish pro- 
gram designed to block communist 
exnansion in those countries. 
Bender made public his letter 


to Taber in which he wrote: 
"It is my belief that in the inter- 


ests of peace and economial gov- 
ernment, the congress at -softie 
point in the near future will be 
obliged to curb the Truman admin- 
istration's reckless policy of foreign 
| expenditures." 


It also wilt be necessary, he added 


to "repudiate Mr. Truman's gen- 
eral policy of militarism and wasty 
military expenditures and limit in- 
ternational economic commitments 
to genuine commercial credits for 
American goods." 


This repudiation, Bender 
wrote 


Taber; could be accomplished by 
rejecting 
the president's budget 
requests to finance the internation- 
al program. 
. 


Bender contended that 
United 
States action in Greece "demon- 
strates the stubborness with which 
the president and his action admini- 
stration are pursuing their present 
course, to the 
detriment 
of our 
prestige as a nation and the cause 
of international peace x x x. 
"In the past few days the Tru- 
man administration has paraded 
before the whole world its inter- 
ference in the internal affairs 
of 
Gneece by openly intervening ;n 
the. selection of the prime minister 
and the cabinet." 


Bender said European nations 


have not been allowed -to proceed 
independently in drawing up their 
plans for economic rehabilitation 
and added that 'the administration 
proposes to write proposals "in its 
own terms lor subsequent presen- 
tation to us in congress."

Says Truman 
Using Crisis 
for'Politics7 


Washington, Sept. 4—(fP)— 
Rep. 


Bender (ROhio) contended today 
that President Truman is creating 
"synthetic" 
international crises 
for political purposes. 


A consistent 
critic 
of admini- 


stration foreign policy, Bender said 
in a. statement the president "is try- 
ing to create t situation in which 
his cohorts will argue 
that 
we 


,should not .change the Democratic 
mule in midstream." 


"I can see only one purpose- to 


Mr. Truman's present course in fo- 
reign affairs," Bender said. "That 
is the political purpose of moving 
from one international crisis to an- 
other in order to establish himself 
as a leader who should ba not be 
abandoned in the midst of a virtual 
state of war." 


The Ohio lawmaker added that 
he has asked Chairman Taber (R 
NY) of the House appropritaions 
committee to undertake a through 
investigation of what d he 
called 
"the Truman doctrine" and "the 
T'"'man-Marshall 
doctrine." 
There was no immediate admin- 


istration rebuttal to Bender. 


Several 
congressional commit- 
tees, including a special 
group 


composed of members of the 
ap- 


propriations and armed 
services 
Committees, already have begun 
investigations abroad into both the 
Marshall plan for European recov- 
ery and the Greek-Turkish pro- 
gram designed to block communist 
exnansion in those countries. 
Bender made public his letter 


to Taber in which he wrote: 
"It is my belief that in the inter- 


ests of peace and economial gov- 
ernment, the congress at -softie 
point in the near future will be 
obliged to curb the Truman admin- 
istration's reckless policy of foreign 
| expenditures." 


It also wilt be necessary, he added 


to "repudiate Mr. Truman's gen- 
eral policy of militarism and wasty 
military expenditures and limit in- 
ternational economic commitments 
to genuine commercial credits for 
American goods." 


This repudiation, Bender 
wrote 


Taber; could be accomplished by 
rejecting 
the president's budget 
requests to finance the internation- 
al program. 
. 


Bender contended that 
United 
States action in Greece "demon- 
strates the stubborness with which 
the president and his action admini- 
stration are pursuing their present 
course, to the 
detriment 
of our 
prestige as a nation and the cause 
of international peace x x x. 
"In the past few days the Tru- 
man administration has paraded 
before the whole world its inter- 
ference in the internal affairs 
of 
Gneece by openly intervening ;n 
the. selection of the prime minister 
and the cabinet." 


Bender said European nations 


have not been allowed -to proceed 
independently in drawing up their 
plans for economic rehabilitation 
and added that 'the administration 
proposes to write proposals "in its 
own terms lor subsequent presen- 
tation to us in congress."

Says Truman 
Using Crisis 
for'Politics7 


Washington, Sept. 4—(fP)— 
Rep. 


Bender (ROhio) contended today 
that President Truman is creating 
"synthetic" 
international crises 
for political purposes. 


A consistent 
critic 
of admini- 


stration foreign policy, Bender said 
in a. statement the president "is try- 
ing to create t situation in which 
his cohorts will argue 
that 
we 


,should not .change the Democratic 
mule in midstream." 


"I can see only one purpose- to 


Mr. Truman's present course in fo- 
reign affairs," Bender said. "That 
is the political purpose of moving 
from one international crisis to an- 
other in order to establish himself 
as a leader who should ba not be 
abandoned in the midst of a virtual 
state of war." 


The Ohio lawmaker added that 
he has asked Chairman Taber (R 
NY) of the House appropritaions 
committee to undertake a through 
investigation of what d he 
called 
"the Truman doctrine" and "the 
T'"'man-Marshall 
doctrine." 
There was no immediate admin- 


istration rebuttal to Bender. 


Several 
congressional commit- 
tees, including a special 
group 


composed of members of the 
ap- 


propriations and armed 
services 
Committees, already have begun 
investigations abroad into both the 
Marshall plan for European recov- 
ery and the Greek-Turkish pro- 
gram designed to block communist 
exnansion in those countries. 
Bender made public his letter 


to Taber in which he wrote: 
"It is my belief that in the inter- 


ests of peace and economial gov- 
ernment, the congress at -softie 
point in the near future will be 
obliged to curb the Truman admin- 
istration's reckless policy of foreign 
| expenditures." 


It also wilt be necessary, he added 


to "repudiate Mr. Truman's gen- 
eral policy of militarism and wasty 
military expenditures and limit in- 
ternational economic commitments 
to genuine commercial credits for 
American goods." 


This repudiation, Bender 
wrote 


Taber; could be accomplished by 
rejecting 
the president's budget 
requests to finance the internation- 
al program. 
. 


Bender contended that 
United 
States action in Greece "demon- 
strates the stubborness with which 
the president and his action admini- 
stration are pursuing their present 
course, to the 
detriment 
of our 
prestige as a nation and the cause 
of international peace x x x. 
"In the past few days the Tru- 
man administration has paraded 
before the whole world its inter- 
ference in the internal affairs 
of 
Gneece by openly intervening ;n 
the. selection of the prime minister 
and the cabinet." 


Bender said European nations 


have not been allowed -to proceed 
independently in drawing up their 
plans for economic rehabilitation 
and added that 'the administration 
proposes to write proposals "in its 
own terms lor subsequent presen- 
tation to us in congress."

Hp was never a Democrat at all, 


except in the 
partisan 
political 
sense of the word. For that, 
at 
least, we may give him credit and 
pay him meager honor. 


I ask to be allowed to put Mr. 


Truman on the spike as a topic 
for future dealing in this connec- 
tion. He is "democratic" only in 
the quuaint meaning of the word 
which salutes a $50,000-a-year man 
for, calling a janitor "Steve" and 
asking about his-liltle girl in the 
home for defectives. He wanted to 
to be called misler even when he 
was only a county commissioner 
and a creature of Tom Pendergast.

select human beings

more in common with the otters 
than their physical 
architecture. 


This is not a private or exclusive 
belief of the firewalkors and rope- 
trick mahatmas. It was widely held, 
in Europe and in our colonies, but, 
in western thought, it is thinly and 
warily held today, as though it 
were a criminal heresy under some 
intellectual or statutory law. It is 
not heretical of course to believe 
hat some persons or even some 
;eoples have made themselves su- 
jerior to others or were born sj- 
>eriod though some divine whim 
ir intentional process of their par- 
ents and ancestors. 


Some of citizens believe this but 


keep their mouths shut in fear of 
iour thought-police. Most of Wai- 
ace's old classmates in the secret 
era of his life in Prof. Nicholas 
Socrich's joss-house on Riverside

chance. And so her boy grew up a 
conventional snob and married so 
well into his own spiritual and so- 
cial sphere that when they went to 
the White House in 1933, chanting 
"democracy!" his wife could write 
in her first memoirs that not one 
of their five-'children had 
ever 


spent - single -day in any public 
school, exposed to the thought and 
manners of those strange creatures 
whom Eleanor 
tho Great 
some- 


times refers to as "all the different 
groups." 


Hp was never a Democrat at all, 


except in the 
partisan 
political 
sense of the word. For that, 
at 
least, we may give him credit and 
pay him meager honor. 


I ask to be allowed to put Mr. 


Truman on the spike as a topic 
for future dealing in this connec- 
tion. He is "democratic" only in 
the quuaint meaning of the word 
which salutes a $50,000-a-year man 
for, calling a janitor "Steve" and 
asking about his-liltle girl in the 
home for defectives. He wanted to 
to be called misler even when he 
was only a county commissioner 
and a creature of Tom Pendergast. 
If a Negro cleaning govvoons in 
the corridors of Mr. Pcndergast's 
own political capital in Kansas City 
had called him "Harry instod of 
"Jeege" or "Mist.' Jedge" -n those 
days, he would have been put in 
his place. There is a patronizing 
snobbery in the meaning of the 
word "Democratic" as used around 
a county court house. 


Wallace has been 
writhing in 


agonies for several years because 
ho came to one morning with a 
hendlock on himself 
and 
hasn't 


had the sense to let go, He never 
has believed in democracy, but he 
couldn't doubt the political power 
of the word. On the contrary, his 
tcamy writing, 
circulated almost 


privately like certain little lewd 
classics for adolescents, reveal a 
clligerent faith 
in 
the 
oriental 


teachings which hold that n few 
select human beings 
have 
little 


more in common with the otters 
than their physical 
architecture. 


This is not a private or exclusive 
belief of the firewalkors and rope- 
trick mahatmas. It was widely held, 
in Europe and in our colonies, but, 
in western thought, it is thinly and 
warily held today, as though it 
were a criminal heresy under some 
intellectual or statutory law. It is 
not heretical of course to believe 
hat some persons or even some 
;eoples have made themselves su- 
jerior to others or were born sj- 
>eriod though some divine whim 
ir intentional process of their par- 
ents and ancestors. 


Some of citizens believe this but 


keep their mouths shut in fear of 
iour thought-police. Most of Wai- 
ace's old classmates in the secret 
era of his life in Prof. Nicholas 
Socrich's joss-house on Riverside 
3rive firmly believed in inequality 
unong mankind, argued their thes- 
is well, and mooned over a poem

So it is not un-American, inhu- 


man, or fascistic, except that it is

Heved. It is merely unpopular and, 
in the political sense, suicidal in 
our 
country 
to 
expound 
such 


thoughts. It may be erroneous, loo, 
but there is an ancient difference 
of opinion there.

and political career Wallace's cour-

This is not a private or exclusive 
belief of the firewalkors and rope- 
trick mahatmas. It was widely held, 
in Europe and in our colonies, but, 
in western thought, it is thinly and 
warily held today, as though it 
were a criminal heresy under some 
intellectual or statutory law. It is 
not heretical of course to believe 
hat some persons or even some 
;eoples have made themselves su- 
jerior to others or were born sj- 
>eriod though some divine whim 
ir intentional process of their par- 
ents and ancestors. 


Some of citizens believe this but 


keep their mouths shut in fear of 
iour thought-police. Most of Wai- 
ace's old classmates in the secret 
era of his life in Prof. Nicholas 
Socrich's joss-house on Riverside

thoughts. It may be erroneous, loo, 
but there is an ancient difference 
of opinion there.

groups." 


Hp was never a Democrat at all, 


except in the 
partisan 
political 
sense of the word. For that, 
at 
least, we may give him credit and 
pay him meager honor. 


I ask to be allowed to put Mr. 


Truman on the spike as a topic 
for future dealing in this connec- 
tion. He is "democratic" only in 
the quuaint meaning of the word 
which salutes a $50,000-a-year man 
for, calling a janitor "Steve" and 
asking about his-liltle girl in the 
home for defectives. He wanted to 
to be called misler even when he 
was only a county commissioner 
and a creature of Tom Pendergast.

select human beings 
have

more in common with the otters 
than their physical 
architecture. 


This is not a private or exclusive 
belief of the firewalkors and rope- 
trick mahatmas. It was widely held, 
in Europe and in our colonies, but, 
in western thought, it is thinly and 
warily held today, as though it 
were a criminal heresy under some 
intellectual or statutory law. It is 
not heretical of course to believe 
hat some persons or even some 
;eoples have made themselves su- 
jerior to others or were born sj- 
>eriod though some divine whim 
ir intentional process of their par- 
ents and ancestors. 


Some of citizens believe this but 


keep their mouths shut in fear of 
iour thought-police. Most of Wai- 
ace's old classmates in the secret

groups." 


Hp was never a Democrat at all, 


except in the 
partisan 
political 
sense of the word. For that, 
at 
least, we may give him credit and 
pay him meager honor. 


I ask to be allowed to put Mr. 


Truman on the spike as a topic 
for future dealing in this connec- 
tion. He is "democratic" only in 
the quuaint meaning of the word 
which salutes a $50,000-a-year man 
for, calling a janitor "Steve" and 
asking about his-liltle girl in the 
home for defectives. He wanted to 
to be called misler even when he 
was only a county commissioner 
and a creature of Tom Pendergast. 
If a Negro cleaning govvoons in 
the corridors of Mr. Pcndergast's 
own political capital in Kansas City 
had called him "Harry instod of 
"Jeege" or "Mist.' Jedge" -n those 
days, he would have been put in 
his place. There is a patronizing 
snobbery in the meaning of the 
word "Democratic" as used around 
a county court house. 


Wallace has been 
writhing in 


agonies for several years because 
ho came to one morning with a 
hendlock on himself 
and 
hasn't 


had the sense to let go, He never 
has believed in democracy, but he 
couldn't doubt the political power 
of the word. On the contrary, his 
tcamy writing, 
circulated almost 


privately like certain little lewd 
classics for adolescents, reveal a 
clligerent faith 
in 
the 
oriental 


teachings which hold that n few 
select human beings 
have 
little 


more in common with the otters 
than their physical 
architecture. 


This is not a private or exclusive 
belief of the firewalkors and rope- 
trick mahatmas. It was widely held, 
in Europe and in our colonies, but, 
in western thought, it is thinly and 
warily held today, as though it 
were a criminal heresy under some 
intellectual or statutory law.

Hp was never a Democrat at all,

I ask to be allowed to put Mr. 


Truman on the spike as a topic 
for future dealing in this connec- 
tion. He is "democratic" only in 
the quuaint meaning of the word 
which salutes a $50,000-a-year man 
for, calling a janitor "Steve" and 
asking about his-liltle girl in the 
home for defectives.

This is not a private or exclusive 
belief of the firewalkors and rope- 
trick mahatmas. It was widely held, 
in Europe and in our colonies, but, 
in western thought, it is thinly and 
warily held today, as though it 
were a criminal heresy under some 
intellectual or statutory law. It is 
not heretical of course to believe 
hat some persons or even some 
;eoples have made themselves su- 
jerior to others or were born sj- 
>eriod though some divine whim 
ir intentional process of their par- 
ents and ancestors. 


Some of citizens believe this but 


keep their mouths shut in fear of 
iour thought-police. Most of Wai- 
ace's old classmates in the secret 
era of his life in Prof. Nicholas 
Socrich's joss-house on Riverside 
3rive firmly believed in inequality 
unong mankind, argued their thes-

thoughts. It may be erroneous, loo, 
but there is an ancient difference 
of opinion there.
